FROM THE PHYSIOTHERAPIST ——— (3) 
MANAGEMENT OF ACUTE SOFT TISSUE INJURIES 


SOFT TISSUE 


All soccer players, at some stage, will ex— 
perience a soft tissue injury of one sort or 
another. 

Most injuries are contusions (bruising of 
the bone) or Haematomas (bruising of the 
muscle) due to collisions with other players or 
the ground. Some however, will suffer damage 
to other soft tissue structures — muscle tears 
(strains), ligament stretches (sprains), tendon 
stretches (the structures that join muscles to 
bone), bursa/fat pad damage (friction reducing 
pads between soft tissue and bone) as well as 
joint capsule damage. 

The assessment of exactly what is dam- 
aged and how severe the injury is falls on the 
shoulders of the experienced practitioner, e.g. 
sports Physiotherapist, sports doctor or expe— 
rienced sports trainer NOT STRAPPER! Should 
there be any doubt as to the severity of injury 
the player must be refered to a specialist sports 
physiotherapist/doctor. The basics of soft tis- 


sue injury management are quite simple and 
will greatly limit the time a player spends out of 
the game, if adhered to by all concemed. 


R - Rest 

I - Ice 

Cc - Compression 
E - Elevation 

D - Diagnosis 


This simple to remember neumonic pro— 
vides the essentials in the acute management of 
soft tissue injury. Should a player be forced 
from the field or experience a "knock" during 
the game, then R.I.C.E.D. should be instituted 
as soon as possible. Remember the first six 
hours after the injury are critical - correct ap— 
plication of 20-30 minutes of ice followed by 
20 minutes of rest as a guide—line will slow 
blood flow and cell activity and therefore in- 
flammation!! . 

Firm elastic (rubber threaded) compression 
bandage applied from distal to proximal will 
further decrease blood flow and inflammation.

As well, raising the injured part above the 
heart aids the slowing of inflammation. Watch 
for changes in sensation and check with expe- 
rienced personnel if there are problems. 

The acute treatment protocol continues for 
at least 48 hours as is practical and maybe 
longer depending upon the injury. Early su— 
pervised rehabilitation including exercise, 
stretches and strengthening with your physio-— 
therapist will further accelerate your recovery. 
Its' timing requires the experienced hand. 

There is no place for alcohol or heat (mas— 
sage/hot tubs/baths) in the first 48 hours of 
injury management. Both massage and heat 
may be valuable later -— check with your sports 
medicine staff.
